13, subchapter 13 (Drunken Driving)

Proposed for Total Abstinence Program

(2) “Drug” means:

(A) aregulated drug as defined in
18 V.S.A. 84201

, or

(B) any substance or combination
of substances, other than alcohol, that
affects the nervous system,
brain, or muscles of a person so as to
impair, noticeably and appreciably, a
person’s  ability to drive a vehicle
safely

(A) “Drug” means:

(i) aregulated drug, as defined in
18 V.S.A. § 4201, that is used in any way
other than as prescribed for a legitimate
medical use in conformity with
instructions from the prescriber; or

(if) any substance or combination
of substances, other than alcohol, that
potentially affects the nervous system,
brain, or muscles of an individual so as to
impair an
individual’s ability to drive a vehicle
safely to the slightest degree.
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
